To the Editor of the Andover Townsman: 

In assuming an advisory capacity, one 
should be extremely careful of his statements 
and conclusions, expressed or implied. I wish 
to present a few figures, all from the town 
records, concerning the cost to the town of 
work done on Stratford road, running from 
Summer street to Chestnut street, and 
accepted under article seven of last year’s 
warrant. 

Your editorial says that $4400 was ap- 
propriated by the town for expense connected 
with this street. Articles 8 and 9 of the 1932 
warrant call for appropriations of $4200 but 
what was actually spent and what is the net 
cost to the town? l’age 7 of the current town 
report, Public Works section, shows expense 
for water $1288.04. Page 15 of the same sec 
tion shows expense for sewer of $1246.69. The 
two total, in round figures $2535. Now, any- 
one with an elementary knowledge of town 
affairs knows that sewer assessments are 
levied against abutters. Our levy is slightly 
over $1260, reducing the net cost of work 
done on this street to $1275. 

Page 80 of the town report shows that the 
treasurer borrowed money in 1932 at an 
average of approximately 3.63 per cent. One 
year’s interest on $1275 at 3.63 per cent is 
$46.28. Our tax bil! was increased from $193 
to $313.80, a jump of $120.80. The net in- 
come to the town is $120.80, less $46.28 or 
$74.52, or approximately 5.85 per cent on the 
net cost of $1275. 

I hope it takes no gullibility to admit that 
these figures, all town records or derived 
directly from them, prove conclusively that 
Stratford road even with no homes thereon, 
has been no financial drag on our town fi- 
nances. I believe that the editor of the Towns- 
man, rather than the writer, assumes the 
townspeople to be gullible. I conclude, how- 
ever, that your editorial, as far as it applies to 
Stratford road, is based on carelessness 
rather than on ignorance or the intent to 
deceive.

age. He was born at Waterville, N. Y., Janu 
ary 12, 1885, the son of Louis Philip and 
Helen Augusta (Moore) Fuess.

H. Gilbert Francke: The motion before 
the house as I see it depends on the whole 
question of whether or not there shall be a 
salary cut. As the School committee was one 
of the first departments to take action on this, 
I would like to explain why we voted for a 
salary cut, It would be much easier for us to 
accept the $10,000.00 voted to us but we 
cannot conscientiously do so, Last week you 
were told that some unofficial body prompted 
us into voting for an 8 per cent cut effective 
January 1 of this year. That is not so as we 
considered the question independently and 
acted on it before we were approached by any 
association in any way. You were also told 
that we twice changed our minds, voting a 
salary cut and then rescinding it. That is not 
so. We took no action until we had three 
meetings and we then voted a cut. You also 
heard a very eloquent appeal to maintain 
wages because it would increase the purchas- 
ing power of the community. That might be 
debatable if we were talking about wages 
derived from the production of wealth but it 
is not debatable when they are wages paid by 
people who have suffered cuts in income. The 
purchasing power of the community will be 
just as great as the money will be in the 
hands of people other than town employees 
to spend, Another suggestion was made and 
that was to reduce wages and to assess the 
town employees 5 per cent. I favor a cut in 
wages and then an appropriation to take care 
of the unemployed as needed. May I just 
summarize the reasons for the vote of the 
School committee for a cut. In the first place 
the teachers and our town employees are paid 
by the citizens of Andover who have suffered 
from 10 per cent to 100 per cent cuts in in- 
come. The wages paid by the School commit- 
tee have been fair in the past. In comparing 
our teachers with teachers in other towns in 
Massachusetts having a population of five 
thousand or over, we average fourth for the 
high school teachers. We rate sixth in the 
Junior High school and ninth for the lower 
grade teachers. In addition to how much we 
pay them there is the question of security 
which is an important element in any posi- 
tion. Our teachers receive ten days’ sick pay. 
After three years of service they go on tenure, 
which means they cannot be discharged ex- 
cept for a flagrant offense, and finally their 
old age is made secure by the State old age 
pension to which they contribute. Another 
reason why a cut is in order is that the United | 
States Bureau of Labor reports that whole- 
sale prices are 39 per cent less than they were 
in 1926 which means that the cost of living 
has decreased more than the cut in wages 
Last fall when we considered this cut, 40 per 
cent of the cities and towns in Massachusetts 
had alreddy cut or were making heavy con- 
tributions to welfare work. Furthermore, the 
attempt to decrease the cost of government 
has spread to the State and Federal govern- 
ment, and it seems to me that the teachers 
and town employees should not be a priv- 
ileged group to profit by this, but they should | 
accept a certain share in lightening the bur- 
den of the taxpayer. I hope, therefore, that 
the teachers and town employees will take | 
the cuts which they have already signified | 
their intention of accepting. |

The United States Govern- 
ment has not a single dollar of insurance on 
its property, The town of Andover should be 
willing to take that chance if others are. I 
think I told you that the city of Philadelphia 
has adopted that policy for years and today 
they have sufficient money to replace any 
building which may be destroyed by fire 
There is no danger of all of our buildings 
being destroyed by fire. 

Joseph L. Burns: We have about two 
million dollars worth of real estate and I do 
not know whether the gentleman suggests 
that we have no insurance on that property 
I don’t suppose any citizen of our town 
would adopt that policy in regard to his own 
home. I certainly would not. If we were to let 
these town buildings go without insurance, 
what about the credit of the town when it 
wants to borrow money.

It would almost seem 
to me that this was confessional day the way 
things are going on, or at least a day of 
explaining. I haven't heard anything since the 
last meeting to change the opinion I have 
formed, and I have been consistent. My 
associates on the Finance committee will 
agree with me that from the beginning I was 
consistent in not favoring reductions in 
wages. I feel that many of them have had 
reductions in wages and they think because 
they have had them that others should, too. 
I feel that too many who have had reductions 
are in favor of it. As I said before, we had a 
special committee to investigate salaries and 
they made no recommendations for salary 
cuts, I feel that almost every individual who 
in the past few years has been getting steady 
employment has been assisting someone near 
and dear to him, The remark was made that 
the various department heads should consider 
the reductions in salaries and wages. That is 
not fair. My experience tells me it is not fair. 
Those people feel they are not in a position 
to say no and they do not want to be shown 
up to ridicule, if they don’t go along with the 
other department heads. They are not in a 
position to express their opinions in the 
matter, so they simply say that if the other 
departments take the cut they will go along 
with them. Coming back to what we want 
things to be, you know that depends on busi- 
ness and business means the circulation of 
money. If the town employees are not going 
to have this money given to them they are 
not going to have the opportunity of spending 
it. I think you will agree that what I have 
said as a member of the Finance committee | 
have stuck to the opinion I have formed that 
reductions in salaries and wages is not the 
cure for our depression, I feel sorry for anyone 
who has lost money in the stock market, and 
I do feel sorry for those who have gambled in 
stocks and lost, but I do not think that they 
should feel that others should bear part of the 
burden. If conditions had been different we 
would not have heard anything about it. We 
are trying to do what is best for the best 
interests of our town. Reduction is not the 
remedy for it. I don’t believe we have changed 
our minds since last Monday, but I have seen 
some departments change theirs. Last week 
they set out to reduce budgets and today 
they get up and make amendments for in- 
creased appropriations. I wouldn't do that. I 
felt I was right and I am staying that way. 
I will state my opinion because it is an honest 
opinion, The best interests of this town 
demand that we keep the same scale of wages 
as were enjoyed last year 
Henry G. Tyer: I think I have been in 
very close touch with this subject and I know 
there have been not only one 10 per cent cut 
but two and three 10 per cent cuts and in 
some cases even a final loss of income. I think 
the cut was accepted until we heard this 
minority report of the Finance committee, 
and I think the employees and citizens of the 
town were reconciled to that salary cut. 
Matthew Burns: My remarks are to call 
your attention to the American Woolen 
company shock troops assembled here today. 
I will quote to you that lady who spoke in 
favor of the selectmen’s salaries last week. 
She said that these men earn all that we pay 
them and are entitled to more. You will 
remember that our moderator appointed a 
committee of reliable men to study the salary 
question and you will remember that these 
men did not recommend that any of our 
town employees be cut. I have no relations 
in any of the departments and very few 
friends. We have heard all kinds of talk here 
this afternoon, You heard my friend Frost 
blaming me about the school teachers and 
about other things. I want to tell you this, 
that from the wisest man in the land to the 
lowest, unless his intelligence must be exam- 
ined, he knows that when Mr. Francke of our 
School committee said that commodities had 
gone down 39 per cent, he did not take into 
consideration that our new Secretary of the 
Treasury has just said that in order to save 
our farmers they are going to increase them 
45 per cent. You all heard that over the 
radio, Your town employees dare not object 
to a cut. There has been coercion and I know 
it and there has been silent influence brought 
to bear on these poor school teachers and 
helpless town employees making them accept 
this. Your town employees cannot go on 
strike. You know that, and you know that 
just because some of us are down we want to 
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pull the whole structure down with us. I will 
say that the way back to prosperity is not 
through the chairman of the School commit 
tee. T even question his legal right at the 
present time as being a citizen of Andover. I 
don’t want you to believe me, but they are 
putting up a magnificent smoke screen, They 
were not honest in the beginning 


Mr. O'Connell: Question, Question! 


Matthew Burns: I am talking about the 
gentleman who just interrupted and he 
doesn’t like it. He was one of the conspira 


tors. They entered into a conspiracy and they | 


dangled the bait to you of $1.20 off your tax 
rate. What did they do after that? They cut 
the appropriations down 10 per cent, which if 
continued all human activities would be 
cancelled and there wouldn't be a day's work 
for you. If they had been honest they would 
have come to the front and explained to us 
what they asked these departments to do, 
But, they did not do that and they came in at 
the last meeting and told you they were in the 
saddle and that they would use the big stick 
and make you like it. Is that honest or dis 
honest? You people will not be hurt if you 
maintain the wages of these officials, your 
teachers and laborers. We have people here 
who have never seen Mr, Unemployed Man 
They have never seen things from your point 
of view, only from their own. They don't even 
sympathize with you. At the last meeting 
there was a deliberate attempt on the part of 
a particular organization to create class 
distinction last week. They even held secret 
meetings and the only thing that came of 
them was through the line of least resistance, 
to cut the school teachers, the poor, helpless 
teachers (laughter and applause) who 
couldn’t raise their hands in self-defense 
Now I ask you to vote on the town ollicers 
appropriation in its entirety 

Mr. Folk: Mr. Souter has told you that 
from the very beginning he was consistent, 
and I would like to say to you that he is con 
sistent. I will also say from the very beginning 
I have felt that there should be a uniform 
cut in salaries and wages and I think I have 
been consistent. I have not merely been 
interested in any particular group. (Voice 
from rear “‘gr-r-o0-p."’) My idea of brother- 
hood includes all and not any particular 
group. I am especially interested, however, in 
the reduction of salaries and wages because of 
the condition of the people who pay the bills. 
I am interested in the home-owner. Last week 
after I left this meeting I had a number of 
telephone calls. One was from a man who said 
that he knew of an old man who had spent 
his entire life’s savings in a home and if there 
was a single incr in taxes it meant the loss 
of his home. He was only one of many. There 
are many people in our community who have 
been penalized because they have been 
thrifty through the years and who have 
accumulated a little home, and every dollar 
of extra taxation that is put upon them 
means the taking away of that home. Who is 
most interested in this matter? It is this man 
who has his home. I can understand the 
positions of some of our unemployed men. 
No one has lost any more sleep over the un- 
employed than I have. (Laughter, cries of 
“Sit down.’"’) Some of these unemployed can 
get relief from the Welfare department, but 
you can’t find one of these souls who happens 
to have a little property able to go to the 
Welfare department and get any food, They 
cannot eat their homes. When they cannot 
pay their taxes and interest the only thing 
left for them is to surrender their homes. I 
am interested in this economic measure be 
cause of this group of people and [ want to 
tell you there are a lot of them on the dividing 
line and if you increase their taxes you will 
throw them over the dividing line and you 
will have an increased number on your Wel- 
fare department. I am interested in the people 
who pay the bills and it seems to me that to 
hurry reconstruction and come back to nor 
mal times it pays us to be equitable in all 
matters. As far as the matter of salaries and 
wages is concerned we should all be willing to 
take our medicine along with the rest. 


Mr. Holmelund;: (Cries of “Sit down,’’) 
Ladies and gentlemen, I suppose I owe you 
an apology. I would like to know does this 
town actually exist merely for the town em- 
ployees. There are twenty-five hundred home 
owners in this town and it is about time you 
considered them. This town has the privilege 
and the pleasure of spending its money, and 
it also enjoys the privilege of saying how it 
is to be spent. Now, I don’t understand, I 
simply cannot understand the sentiment of 
this gathering. By the powerful and eloquent 
speeches one would think that you all worked 
on the town payrolls. Do you realize condi 
tions, or don’t you realize them? We are out 
to help everybody. I defy anyone to go out 
side of this town and get a job without being 
asked where he lives. Ladies and gentlemen, I 
have taken my cut and although I don’t like 
to say it, my income has shrunk 25 per cent in 
the last year, Besides that I haven't felt that 
I should throw any of my blood relations on 
the towns where they live, and for the last 
two years I have supported twelve people on 
a mere income. In regard to our laborers, I 
demand that the men receive the same scale 
of wages as the regular employees. It is about 
time there was some justice. [t is about time 
that we considered those outside of our fire 
department, police department, and town 
oflicers. They are not the only ones to be con 
sidered, they were considered for years and I 
think they should be asked to assist in caring 
for the unemployed, and not ask the State to 
come in here and help. You have to take care 
of the unemployed, It isn’t a question of 
whether you like it or not. Our appropriation 
for Public Welfare is $16,000.00, and I would 
like to ask you how they are going to carry on 
with that amount of money. There seemed to 
be some relief in the fact that the new man 
in the White House is not afraid to demand 
as high as a twenty-five per cent reduction, 
How would ydu like to have the State look 
after Andover? I ask you to consider the man 
who has had no work for two years, He owns 
his own home, but he can’t go to the Welfare 
department until he has lost his home. All of 
this results through no fault of his own, and 
until he is stripped of all his honor, he cannot 
go to the Welfare department 

Thomas Fallon: I know one or two small 
property owners who are unemployed. They 
cannot pay their taxes. The reason for that is 
because they are unemployed, I know quite a 
few of them who are workers on the Emer 
gency committee list. They are getting the 
benefit of this Emergency committee, They 
are also property owners, My sympathy goes 
to the small property owner, and I think he 
should have just as much benefit from the 
emergency committee as anyone who is not 
a property owner, However, ten per cent cuts 
seem to be in order, and I think that rather 
than give them a ten per cent cut, why not 


have the town employees donate ten per cent | 


of their wages

to speak on the unemployment problem of 
Andover. Lf, after hearing that you want me 
to sit down, I will be glad to do so, but I 
want to ask only for my personal privilege. I 
am not obliged to answer all of the silly 
statements made about me at this town 
meeting, because | don’t think it is at all 
necessary, I am going to stand here just as I 
am telling you the facts and leaving it to 
you to decide as to my future. Tasked a group 
of people to form an association with one 
single purpose in mind, and that was to 
enable us to help settle the problems of our 
town, It occurred to me that up to that time 
I had been heard too much on the town hall 
floor. I went to Mr. Ripley and said I thought 
any man who spoke in town meeting as often 
as I did would become exceedingly unpopular 
and we would like to have some fifteen or 
twenty people stand up here and discuss 
town affairs. Just after we organized along 
came the unemployment question. We were 
called here and asked what we could do to 
help the serious unemployment problem that 
had descended upon our shoulders. We had a 
great deal of oratory about it and one man 
said there was no such thing as depression. 

Mr, Lewis: I rise to a point of order, We 
are discussing article six. 

Moderator: The moderator must confess 
he was not following very closely. 

Mr, O’Connell: [ ask for unanimous 
consent to speak on a matter of personal 
privilege. (Consent given.) I did not want to

Andover Emergency committee, and that on 
account of town meeting being so far off that 
committee might be able to raise funds by 
public subscription, at least enough to take 
care of the needs at that time.

I understand that the town employees are not 
the only ones who have been giving. There 
are many other individuals.

You 
will remember they did this last year, and 
when I made a motion that we appropriate 
some money to pay for the articles they told 
me it would ball the town all up if we ap- 
propriated money for those grouped articles. 
I am asking today for the American spirit of 
fair play, for every article. The people who 
had these articles drawn up went to a lot of 
trouble, They should be talked on separately. 
These articles should receive separate atten 
tion and I ask that they be given that sep- 
arate attention. Regarding the work for the 
unemployed, I think it should be done 


through the regular channels, not through | 


any committee, and I ask for the resignation 
of that man. He said if anyone asked for his 
resignation he would gladly do so. We had 
460 people registered in the room upstairs 
(much glancing to ceiling, and laughter) 1 
mean downstairs, who were out of a job but 
only about one-third of them received work. 
Here is how we eliminate them. If a boy’s 
father is working then he gets no work; even 
if his grandmother is working, they cross him 
off the list. If his sister is working, he gets no 
work. This is a fact, there is no camouflage 
about. This Emergency committee is domin- 
ating you and you are being dominated by 
one of the most dominating men in your 
town. He is a regular czar. He wants to be the 
Mussolini of Andover. I ask you tonight, 
today, to vote on these articles separately if 
you don’t want them thrown down. That is 
the way the town warrant means them to be 
taken up. Why should these articles be 
allowed to be grouped? Any man who wants 
to vote for appropriations for work should 
vote down this idea of grouping the articles. 

Mr. Dwyer: I am going to give you a 
statement from the town report. The actual 
net cash made from our water department for 
1932 is over four per cent, or close to $22,- 
000,00, Get this now. The net cash after all 
maintainence, The cash value of your entire 
water works is $550,000.00. The total amount 
on water articles that they are asking for 
water is $19,700.00, call it $20,000.00. Why 
not use this money we have made for the 
water extensions, and you would still have 
from two to four thousand dollars to put in 
the overlay. I have finally got one convert on 
this water business who has been against me 
for some time, but he saw the light when we 
put in the water down there on Beacon street. 
I refer to Mr, Frost. He was with me on the 
taxes but against me on the water. Why go to 
work and penalize the people who have been 
paying taxes for fifty years and can’t get 
water? I made the statement from this floor 
that I was in favor of spending every dollar of

water to those who needed it, until every 
man and woman had water. This will give 
work to many of our unemployed. L hope it 
will be spent under the direction of the Board 
of Public Works, because I don’t like to work 
beside a man who gets $9.84 for his two days 
and I get only $6.40 for the same two days, 
and I get my pay through the same window,
